DESCRIBES JOURNEY. 

Relates Many New Aspects of 
Camp Life in Southern U.S. 

The following letter has been re- 
ceived by a member of the staff from 
R. H. Parkhlll, Commerce '17, a 
former Associate Editor of the Dally. 
Parkhlll enlisted in the R. F. C. al- 
ter the close of last year's session, 
and went to Camp Mohawk, whence 
he transferred to Fort Worth. 

Somewhere In Texas, 

Nov. 2», 1917. 

Dear , The last time I wrote I 

was in Mohawk. Now I am about 
ten miles from Fort Worth, Texas, a 
lot hua happened to mo since I w.\s 
in Canada, and the best place to be- 
gin the tale is at the commencement 
of the Journey. 

On the 15th of November, so early 
In the morning that lanterns had to 
be used to enable the sergeant to call 
the roll, we fell in and marched wilii 
full kit to the station, about half a 
mile away. At seven, we climbed on 
board, and by evening wc were close 
to the border. I was on guard .in 
Hie train the first night, and at eann 
station that we stopped at I had to 
stand on the platform at my end at 
the car. At almost every station 
there were people looking for their 
friends who were on their way to 
Texas. , At Detroit a steam connection 
broke on our car, and the fellows were 
all awakened and moved into a new 
car,- which was put on ' there. The 
change wa s entirely for tho better, ai 
the old car we left had only candles 
for lighting purposes. The new car 
had two electric lights In each lower 
berth, and wo had sheets and pillows 
to add to- our comfort. ' Throq occu 
pled a section; two were In the 
lower one, and the one on the top 
travelled first class. The next stop 
where we wero allowed off was 
Michigan city, Indiana. We spent 
couple of hours there while another 
car was repaired, and In tho mean- 
time the troop train which had been 
behind us passed up. 

Juillet. 111., was the next stop ot 
note. There a girls' school turned 
out tu welcome us, and a band came 
up and played some popular tunes for 
our benefit. The boys all voted that 
town to be the best place we stopped 
at. Someone started tho shout, "Are 
we downhearted?" The replying shout 
was, "No, we are Jolliet." 

Not much of interest happened af- 
ter that, until we arrived at Fort 
Worth early Sunday morning. It was 
so warm on Sunday that we were go 
lug round In our shirts without any 
i kind of coat. The next morning it 
was colder than the day we left Can 
ada. Since then the weather has 
been wonderful, and to-night the moon 
is so bright that several aeroplanes 
are flying around. 

It has rained only one night, and 
for four, days after that we could not 
get rid of the mud. This soil sure is 
marvellous, and the mud must be 
noted for Its tenacity. 

This camp is ten miles from Fort 
Worth, and is an American camp, oc- 
cupied at present by the 43rd wing 
of the Royal Flying Corps. 

It is . not completed yet, and we 
have no electricity at all. The line 
from town is not as far as the camp 
at present It is a camp which . has 
been built from experience obtained 
by building the Canadian camps, and 
a few U.S. ones, and you may. depend 
that everything is handy and con- 
venient and in its place. When the 
contractors hand It over to the Gov- 
ernment as planned, it will be the 
ideal camp of North America, 

There are some very interesting 
things in Texas; one of them la tue\ 
county convict camp, which is n ot 
far from here. There are about 30 
or 40 niggers there, and they have 
their ankles chained by a 24-Inch 
chain, which is held up in the centre 
by a strap supported by a wa! at belt. 

Mules and coloured people are 
very nummerous here, and riding 
horses seem to be as numerous as bi- 
cycles. To-day a boy rode up on the 
original jack-ass, and when he dis- 
mounted, the animal remained stand- 
ing- perfectly still, not even moving 
one 'of its huije ears. 

Fort Worth is over-crowded with 
soldiers, as there is a huge American 
infantry camp rear here,, with about 
25,00) cr 30,000 troops under canvaj. 

To add to this there aro three avia- 
tion camps, including this one. 

To-day U the American Thanks- 
giving Day, and I was going to Dallas 
In the afternoon, and to a danco In 
Fort Worth, fr. tiio evening, but tho 
nearest I got t 0 cither was the fence 
around the camp, to»whjch I went and 
leaned on and watched the motor-cars 

The Thanksgiving Day I spent Li

Lieut. F. W. G. Halo; Lieut. J. B. 
Slessor; Lieut. Alexander; Captain 
W. C. Graham, Chaplain of the Bai- 
tallon, and Lieut, Blaiklock, who, af- 
ter being in France, returned to Can- 
ada for. further instruction and was 
transferred to the R. F. C. 

In ' the report that was published 
yesterday, Capt. Dan Gllmour's name 
was inadvertently omitted. 

If Capt. P. F. Sise is present, he 
will be, the senior officer ot the 148 tu 
on parade, tl is probable that in 
this event, he will formally hand. over 
the colours. Tho colours will be In 
charge of a colour party and escort, 
all composed of men of the 148th. 

Sir William Peterson will officially 
take over the colours from the 148th 
on behalf of the University. 

The C.O.T.C. will fall in on tho 
campus at the usual hour. - As this 
is a ceremonial parade, It ls N highly 
Important that every button be shln- 
ed, and the uniforms be In apple pie 
order. The battalion will bo drawn 
up In a hollow square to take^part 
In the ceremony.

One of ! tie must enjoyable smokers 
of the season was held' last night In 
the Union. The programme was ex- 
ceptionally entertaining; the smokes 
were perfect, and the "eats" were m 
plenteous abundance. The Union 
staff must be commended for the 
room furnishings, and the atmos- 
phere conveyed. 

About 75 Arts men were séatcd 
about the cozy room In the Union 
when the chairman, W. E. Blampln, 
announced that the first item would 
be a piano solo by that popular col- 
lege pianist, J. H. Dolron.. 

He started the programme of the 
evening with "Joan of Arc," followed 
by several other selections, which 
were much appreciated. 

AV. E. Blampln, the able president 
of the Arts Undergraduate Society, 
then introduced Moore, who was slat- 
ed for the seventh number, but ow- 
ing to an Important engagement, .wa* 
placed second. Moore delighted the 
audience with two tenor solos, "A 
Wonderful Thing,", and "They Go 
Wild, Simply Wild Over Me," and the 
audience showed their approval by 
their prolonged applause. A. A. 
Scott acted as accompanist, and de- 
serves much pralso for his good work. 

Tho Mandolin Club then rendered 
several cholco selections, which kept 
the studious ones in a good humour. 
Tho Glee Club deserves the greatest 
praise, as quite a large part of thy 
evening's talent was furnished by it. 

The chairman then Introduced Cap- 
tain Graham, the Chaplain ot the 
148th Battalion. After certain re- 
marks on Theology, the speaker com- 
menced his address, which might be 
called "The Aristocracy of England." 
Ho pointed out that tho English gen- 
tleman's conduct might be expressed, 
in "Noblosso Oblige." The English 
gentleman Is a true aristocrat, but 
not such an aristocrat who Is oppos- 
ed to democracy. English aristocracy 
has held to a standard which has 
long characterized it, and it was this 
aristocracy, which, by Its bull-dog 
tenacity, saved the Empire in tho 
early days of tho war, and will con- 
tinue until final victory. 

Captain Graham .then showed that 
tho English gentleman owed his char- 
acter to his love of sport tor sport's 
sake. Above all, the English gentle- 
man was game. But tho idea of go- 
ing to win for the sake of winning, 
withou^ thinking of the consequence 
was foreign to him. 

The speaker thon went on to show 
that the English gentleman has an 
Innate modesty, which Is not false 
modesty. Captain Graham then re- 
lated several episodes relating to the; 
English gentleman, which had occur- 
red while he was in France. A cer. 
tain Imperial officer had been as- 
signed to share his dug-out, and- le 
found him a true gentleman. What 
was his surprise one day, when the 
mall clerk came In and dropped a 
couple ' of letters on the officer's 
kit. These bore the name "Lord." Here 
was a lord; who behaved an the beat 
gentleman he ever knew. 

Another example of British mod- 
esty is seen In this. A young cav- 
alry officer one night crawled ouf of 
his dug-out, succeeded in passing the 
German lines, and by his ability to 
speak the language was able to heir 
the German plans, and by informing 
his brigade headquarters, the whole 
German party was captured. Yet this 
hero could not be induced to relate 
the story of his exploit. 

The speaker then related how he 
had been brought together with Brit- 
ish officers, and found that among 
the number four were pracUcally ex- 
cluded because of their boasting and 
egotism. The English ' gentleman, 
when he sees a man, looks him over 
to see if he has the bearing of a. 
gentleman, he takes him for such, 
but when he thir.ks him to he other- 
wise, he will have nothing t.o do with 
him. 

Several other examples of the Brit- 
ish gentleman were indicated by the 
speaker, prominent among these be- 
ing Major McDowell, who, though 
performing one of the most herole 
feats, could not he made to tell the 
manner of its performance. 

In closing his address Captain Gra- 
ham said that the English gentleman, 
In practising virtues, does not make 
a virtue of them. He stanOs for His 
standard of conduct, and though it 
may not be an ideal, it certainly is 
something worth while to uphold. 

The speaker then concluded hy 
pointing out that religion offers us 
the highest rule of conduct, and n»

When the members of the House 
of Representatives of the United 
States Congress are called upon to

The New England colleges — each 
one sending its own petition on Its 
own college paper and worded In its 
own way —arc working to this end 
under the Eastern District Intercol- 
legiate Protective Association. The 
campaign is directed by Mark L. 
Shaw, secretary, at his headquarters 
at 31 Mt. Vernon Street, Boston. 

For about two weeks, another 
worker, Vernon L. Phillops, field sec- 
retary for New England, has boon 
making a tour of nearly 20 colleges. 
His work in conjunction with that of 
Mr. Shaw, while he was .field secre- 
tory, brings the number visited to 50 
per cent more. Mr. Shaw believes that 
the work of the association will do all 
to influence congressmen that can be 
expected. It will show he says, what 
the attitude of young men will prob- 
ably be as soon as they leave college 
and enter business and professional 
actti vi ties. 

Some time ago the national associa- 
tion put into circulation a booklet 
describing its work. It said, "Now 
comes the time for the culminating 
drive. For seventeen years tho asso- 
ciation hag been serving the cause of 
prohibition, enlisting, training for of- 
ficers, and leading against the enemy 
the college men of the nation. Never 
did tho association have such a prom- 
ising opportunity for immediately ef- 
fective and lasting service. Because of 
its special field, and its peculiar ' fit- 
ness for its task this association alone 
Is prepared for the responsibility of 
mobilizing the students of five hun- 
dred American colleges for the final 
drive against humanity's greatest

hoped that In some future time re- 
llglou would bo In the sphere of ac- 
tion, and not in the sphere of specu- 
lation. 

Tho chairman thanked Captain Gra- 
ham In tt few well chosen words, 
which without a doubt expressed the 
wishes of the whole audience. 

Sergt. Harry i'earson then gave a 
song from tho famous Captain Bairns- 
father, followed by "The Irishman's 
Trip to Porta.'' which kept the au- 
dience in fits of laughter, and when 
he was through. prolonged cheers and 
clapping showed their appreciation. 

After Harry Pearson had finished 
his comic songs and recitations, the 
president announced that Dean Moyse 
would say a few words. 

The Dean commenced his speech 
by saying that he had a sore throat, 
and was afraid It would be hard for 
those In the rear of the room to hear 
him; but no one, however, found any 
difficulty i" catching what he said. 

Dean Moyse stated that ho had 
much pleasure in being present, and 
said that ho would prefer attending 
an Arts smoker to attending any oth- 
er function. Ho said that he hoped 
that the Arts men would feel that a 
smoker was unsatisfactory unless he 
was present. Continuing, the Dean 
said that generally, being the third 
or fourth speaker, he found insplri- 
tlon in what his predecessors had 
said and affirmed that Captain Gra- 
ham's speech was splendid. The 
Englishman's opinion of the Canadian 
lias changed, as has the Canadian's 
opinion of the Englishman. The old 
impression of the Englishman was 
that of a man who strolled up and 
down St. Catherine Street with a cig- 
arette In his mouth. But the war had 
proved that that same man was ever 
ready to Jump over the parapet of 
the trenches and die like a hero. 

Den Moyse aid tht he hd never, 
in the forty years he had been at Mc- 
Gill, made England the subject of an 
address, but that he intended to say 
& few words on English life. He thon 
proceeded to give some of the foun- 
dations of English character. Every 
spot in England has a history con- 
nected with it, and that was one rea- 
son Why the Englishman compelled 
respect. 

Another reason was that of tradi- 
tion. In school the student was con- 
fronted with the names of Englishmen 
that had become household words, and 
that were continually a source of In- 
spiration. Then again, truth and re- 
spect for superiors were always taught 
in school — "An Englishman's word is 
as good as his bond." Games atao 
played an important part In the for- 
mation of the Englishman's dharac-

Prof. Lloyd stated that In choosing 
his topic he was influenced by the 
fact that there are evidently still 
some botanists who believe that di- 
rect sunlight is detrimental to the 
growth of plant organisms. This 
theory was propounded long ago to 
explain facts observed by Pfeffer and 
Blau, but from the beginning of the 
present century the results of the 
work of eminent biologists seemed to 
point to different conclusions. In 
order that there may be no confusion 
on the subject lu future, Prof. Lloyd 
presented the results of long ex- 
perimentation carried out by himself 
in California. The deduction which 
he draws from his results Is that 
light has no detrimental effect on or- 
ganic growth. 

The data collected from many ex- 
periments was then presented by 
lantern slides, and diagrams. A suit- 
able plant with slender branches was 
chosen as the growing substances. 
Tho part of the plant under obser- 
vation was enclosed In an apparatus 
which permitted the control of hu- 
midity of the atmosphero, and the 
quality of light. The growth for 24 
hours was traced on a smoked drum 
It was found that growth was nor- 
mal from midnight tilt 8 a.m., then 
it increased from 8 a.m. till 10 a.m.. 
fell to a minimum at 1 p.m., roso to- 
il maximum at 5 P.m., and then grad- 
ually fell to normal at 8 p.m. Micro- 
scopic examination of the leaves 
showed that tho pores were 
open widest from 10 a.m. till 1 p.m., 
at which time they closed to their 
minimum aperture, to gradually open 
again at 5 p.m. 

Because the period of 1 p.m., to 5 
p.m., was the period of maximum 
sunlight, it Was thought that tho rapid 
growth was due to that force; but 
the speaker believed that the growth 
was due to the fact that loss of water 
by evaporation was considerably les- 
sened by the partial closing of the 
leaf pores. 

These and other arguments were 
presented a* favouring the thesis 
that any change produced in tho 
growth of a plant by physical means 
can be explained entirely by physical 
means, such as humidity, etc., and, 
hence, light has no retarding effect 
on growth. 

Prof. Lloyd was thanked by the 
chairman, who congratulated him on 
tho large amount of work that he 
had carried 'out to obtalrf his results. 

After a short discussion the So- 
ciety adjourned till the New Year. 

ter. The Dean then explained how 
cricket was played.

This Influence for good jn 
the part of the old English family 
was especially manifested throughout 
England Itself. Here the Dean .said 
he did not wish to JOld up England 
as a model country, but was merely 
pointing out some of the characterii- 
tlcs of the English
